WHAT THE DICKY 
BIRD SAID 


Apparently the Inside—Wuy January 


17 Was Not Celebrated—The Diffi- 
culty with the Korelcn Office—Min- 
ister 
Willis' 
Heritage — Results. 


HONOLULU, Jan. 27 —We have 


had something to talk about the last 
week that has raised gossip to the 
level of politics. 
We have bad a na- 


tional holiday that may lead to inter 
national complications. 


You may have fjrgotten that on 


January 17,1893, a revolution occurred 
on these islands which overthrew a na 
tlve queen and substituted a republic 
of white men. An a matter of fact, 
white men have ruled Hawaii for 
many years so that the change of 
Government was much less radical 
than is generally imagined. It was 
as inevitable as fate. This white1 man 
stopped bending the pregnant hinges 
of the kuee to a monarch, wbo want- 
ed a power to which Queen Victoria 
would not dare to aspire—Liltuoka- 
lani's cabinet was made up of white 
men and half whites, chosen for their 
supposed subservience to their mis- 
tress. When the test came the queen 
alone stood by her guns. She, at 
least, bad the courage of her desires 
and is eu titled to a certain amount of 
sympathy for paying the penalty ol 
them. Then sons and grandsons ol 
missionaries, whose cry had always 
been ''Hawaii for Hawaiians," hauled 
down the royal flag and raised the 
stars and stripes. A. Provisional Gov- 
ernment made up of capital and 
brains administered th« laws pending- 
annexation to the 
United S'ates 


This Government wan immediately 
recognized 
at 
Washington. 
Mr. 


Blount was sent as special envoy and 
Mr. Willis as envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary. 


Other Nations Hold Aloof, 


For this Republic to ignore January 


17th would be as amazing as for the 
United States to turn against the 
Fourth of July; beuce this anniver- 
sary was celebrated with great ef- 
fusion in 1894. Every nation repre 
sen ted here diplomatically refused to 
take part on the ground that the Pro- 
visional Government had not been 
recognized by them. On belug invited 
to co-operate, Mr. Willis referred the 
whole matter to our State Depart- 
ment and was upheld in his policy ol 
inaction. 
I hope some profound stu- 


dent of international law and diplom 
acy will explain to readers of The 
Times Herald, including myself, how 
the United States can witb decency 
ignore the national holiday of a coun- 
try whose Government, thougb called 
provisional, tuey bave acknowledged. 
I am to siupiri H» to be confounded 


January 17, 1895, passed by without 


any obneivaiu-e for tbe grave retsou 
that eleven days before had occurred 
a crazy insurrection which cost jouug 
Charles Carter his life and the ex 
queen her liberty. Men were under 
arms and there was no cause for re- 
joicing.

cope had changed and tbe Hawaiian 
Government invited foreign nations 
to celebrate the anniversary. Consuls 
and Consular agents of Germany, 
Italy, Spain, China, Mexico, etc, 
cheerfully assented ran up their flags. 
Not so the diplomatic corps, repre- 
sented by the United States minister 
aud the British, Japanese aud French 
commiasiouers.

Though the Government has en- 


deavored to keep this story out of the 
papers, reference has been made to it 
in print and a telegram will be sent 
from San Francisco giving some sort 
of version of what was an iusult to 
ihe Republic of Hawaii. Assumi g 
for the sake of argument that non- 
recognition of Jan. 17 in 1894 was ad 
mlsslbie, the founding of tbe Hawal 
tan Eepublic on July 4, 1894, and its 
recognition by the 
United States, 


Great Britain, Japan and France en- 
tirely changes tbe attltute of these 
nations in 1896. They bave no bust 
nesa to "go behind the returns." To 
make elegant extracts, as it were, of 
holidays and to arrange among them 
pelves which they prefer, is an iniper 
linence that no powerful government 
would tolerate. Hawaii has self re 
cpect, if she is little. I shall be gri-ar 
ly surpri-ed if Mr. Hatch does not ask 
for an explanation at Washington of 
a very remarkable slight put upon his 
Governmenc'at Honolulu. 


Mr. Willis is the last man in the 


world to disturb the peace of nations 
or individuals. His error is one of 
judgment, all the more unfortunate 
that it presents the ungenerous spec 
tacleofabig Republic humiliating a 
little one and inciting three other oa 
tions to rub in the agony.

H. M. Nelson, R. Philip and T. 


J. Byrnes, members of the Queens- 
land Ministry, arrived in Sydney 
February 10. Mr. Byrnes gave a 
lengthy 'interview to the Sydney 
Herald, and spoke as follows of 
Honolulu: 


It ie a thriving place. Mast of the 


ce-* of modern civilization—a 
complete electric light system, which 
is moat admirable, and a telephone 
system ou the whole of the islands— 
are to be found there. 
There is a 
separate telephone system ou each 
island, no cable connecting them. 
Around Hawaii the telephones extend 
for 300 miles. 
I believe it is one of 


the beat systems in the world. The 
climate i« very good 
We were there 


in the wi iter, but 1 believe the tem- 
perature janges from 60° to 85°. 
The 


principal product is sugar. They will 
produce Urn year double the quantity 
of the Queensland production 
This 


is a splendid result from a little patch 
of islands liKe these. It is largely due 
to the use of fertilizers in agriculture 
So'iietime1* they get ten tous of sugar 
j>«r acre, whereas the average in 
Queensland Is between one aud two. 
I suppose their average would be six 
tons per acre, which is t-normoui. 
Besides sugar, they are now uoing in 
largely for planting coffee, and they 
expect to have 10,000 acres under 
coffee this year. Wnat they have pro 
duced is already of excellent quality, 
and the future of the industry depends 
upon whether the plant is attacked by 
any of the diseases that so ravage 
coffee plantations in other parts of the 
world.'1 


Political htate. 


' 'The political state of the country is 


very unsettled?" 


"Yes, there is a good deal of discon- 


tent amongst the native population, 
and from those wbo are associated 
with them by marriage or long inter- 
course, aud also from a good number 
of the white population

Apologists for the 
Government and its defenders can nay 
what they like, but the feeling of the 
natives who preponderate is certainly 
against the Government entirely." 


The feeling of the British residen ts 


is al>>o against them, as well as a largo 
part of the American population. 


Japanese Problem. 


"I consider that oue of the future 


problems of Hawaii is the presence of 
the Japanese there. There are ru"re 
than 25,000 there, who are principally 
meu, and many of them have b. en 
trained in the army. There are -»bout 
40,000 Hawaiians and 
half ca t~«, 


about 13,000 Portuguese, about (lie 
came nuuiD-r of Chinese, and ihe >e- 


iii'ier of the population, wotco ta 


only u very c.ai>»ll part of it, coi -i-ts 
of A'UfncaiiH and Europeans. \Vuh 
ihe Hawaliautt left out of the g > v i - i n- 
ment of the country the Japanese 
would be the largest element there, 
and they have demanded the fran- 
chise. I do not see how the Republic 
of Hawaii, if it I as La in its piesent 
form, can refuse it to them. They are 
intelligent »nd industrious, and they 
have goue there to stay. The monar- 
chical Government might be justified 
in continuing to treat them as aliens 
—a monarchical Government that 
merely continued the old native dom- 
ination of the iflatids 
Bat how can 


a republic refut-e the franchise to the 
Japanese wbo are settlers there when 
they base their institutions on the 
American system, which absolutely 
gave the franchise to American negro 
slaves? If the Japanene get the fran- 
chise they will rale the islands, aud 
the Hawaiian group will really be- 
come a dependency of Japan. That is 
a very serious problem, not only for 
us, but also for America and Eng- 
land, because the result would be a 
large Japanese settlement compara- 
tively close to America aud right be- 
tween Canada—that is, the Western 
States of Canada—and our own coun- 
try. 
To that extent Australia is very 


much interested In the conntry. 
We 


are building up a trade with Canada 
and the route to that country is going 
to be a highway of considerable traf- 
fic. Bight on the road lie the isl- 
ands." 


"It would be far better for us to have 
them in the possession of a neutral 
Power such as the Hawaiian mon- 
archy than to have them in the bands 
of a Republic whose politics are bound 
to be very uncertain. The Republic is 
not based on representative institu- 
tions at all. The; have been three 
years without calling s parliament to- 
gether, and They have what' is called 
a Council of State, which is nominated 
by the President and which exercises 
all the functions of a parliament 
N on 
can thus see that the President is 
practically the dictator of the country, 
and, according to the Constitution, 
the present President holds office un- 
til the year 1900. 
" Here ie an instance of bis powers: 


The Conprtss there have held that it 
is entirely within its discretion a- to 
whether the ordinary l*w of the coun- 
try shall be suspended and martial 
law proclaimed at any time. This is 
giving the President greater powers 
than were held by the old Hawaiian 
kings, or than they ever professed to 
bold. The relations of trie Japanese 
to the Government of theee i«inuda 
constitute an important question for 
us. I really cannot emphasize its im- 
portance too strongly. There is an- 
other point that I would like to men- 
tion 
The President himself, I under- 


stand, was away from the islands 
when we were there, and we had not 
au opportunity of meeting him, but I 
learn from interviews with him that 
bave bet-n obtained by some Ameri- 
can journalists that be is in favor of 
the annexation of the islands by the 
United States. 


It seems to me that that is a very 


extraordinay position for the chief 
executive officer of the nation to take 
up when he was practically the head 
of a party that seized the sovereignty 
of the island. It is to claim that they 
are holding it in trust until the Unit- 
ed States relieves them. This I do 
not believe the United States will 
:onsent to do. They will not consent 
to be ihe receivers of stoleu property. 
They have their trouble with their 
own colored population in the Souta- 
eru States, and they are not likely to 
add to them. Tne States also have 
rouble with their Indians At present 
America has all the advantages of 


le with the islands, ami the islands 


bave a similar advantage with the 
States, so that neither party would 
•am by annexation

m. are bileted around town, taxing 
the accommodations of Hilo to the 
utmost. 


Before leaving Hilo for Olaa we 


take in the town. It is a beautiful 
situation for a town, some day in 
the future it will rival Honolulu. 


At 8 a.m. we are starting for 


Olaa, at least I am, the rest are 
going to the volcano. Dr. and Mrs. 
Munn start on their wheels. Mrs. 
Munn leaves the doctor at the 12- 
mile post going on to the Mountain 
View House, where they both take 
a conveyance. 


The road is one of the best 


mountain roads I ever traveled 
over. 
I have visited several of the 


plantations in this district, among 
them the one owned by Drs.

30 acres in coffee and some of the 
finest trees in the district.

ports. Nothing can be gained by 
a weak-kneed policy of waiting for 
a more favorable opportunity before 
making a step toward reform.

is no small task the Legislature is 
undertaking, but it is all work 
that must be done if it is intended 
to keep up the advance inaugurat- 
ed with the inception of the Repub- 
lic. 
It is a mark of weakness to
